“Every- 
thing will come out all right if we quit 
talkiige war and hard times and go to 
work with a vim twice as hard as we 
do when times afte prosperous.” 

The luncheon had been called by 
Charles J. Haden, of the Georgia Cham- 
ber of Commerce, for the purpose of 
getting advice and assistance in the 
-matiter of the food products meetings, 
which are to be held all over Georgia 
next Saturday under the auspices of 
the Georgia Chamber of Commerce, and 
in answer to the proclamation of Gov- 
ernor Slaton, issued at the instance 
. of the Georgia chamber. 

Mr. Haden opened the discussion by 
stating that the crying need in Geor- 
gia was theincreased planting of food- 
stuffs and the decrease next year of 
the cotton acreage of Georgia and the 
south. He stated that he wanted the 
advice of the men present as to what 
was best to be done, and called atten- 
tion toethe meeting to be held next 
Saturday in answer to the proclama- 
tion of the governor. At the con- 
clusion of his talk, Mr. Haden called 
upon Asa G. Candler for his opinion 
in the matter. He stated that he Was 
opposed to any more meetings unless 
ths, were confined to the one subject 
of urging the farmers to increase their 
foodstuffs.

TQ CUT COTTON ACREAGE 


Bill Proposing Reduction in 
1915 Crop Is Rejected by 
a Vote of 84 to 12. 


Austin, Texas, October 20.—Proposed 
legislation to reduce cotton acreage in 
Texas next year was killed in the leg- 
islature last night when the house de- 
feated this measure, 84 to 12. 

The bill would have made it a felony 
to raise cotton in excess of a fixed per- 
centage of this year’s crop by acre- 
age. This percentage, according to 
amendments offered at various times, 
ranged from 25 to 50 per cent. 

The house still has before it a pro- 
posal to recommend voluntary acreage 
eotton reduction.

Columbia, 8. C., October 20)—With

The rule carried a special 
amendment to the Glass Dill to author- 
ize the secretary of the treasury to de- 
posit in cotton and tobacco states $250, 
000,000 2 per cent government notes 
maturing January 1, 1916.

FRENCH MARINES 
BAYONET GERMANS 


From the Battle Front, October 20.— 
(Via Paris.)—The German invaders are 
meeting a vigorous resistance in their 
effort to shorten their lines and rest 
their right wing further southwest- 
ward upon the English channel. Much 
of the fighting is being done in the 
obscurity of fogs. 

French marines yesterday gave a 
good account of themselves. German 
troops tried a surprise attack, on the 
marines Sunday, but the French force 
held the field works against superior 
numbers. The fight lasted all day, and 
then the Germans contented themselves 
with cannonading the position of the 
marines. 

A thick foe covered the entire re- 
gion Monday, and the marines, accus- 
tomed to such weather conditions, crept 
close up to the German trenches. “No 
shooting” was the order; “use the bay- 
onet!” 

Germans Bayoneted in Trenches. 

The marines got within thirty feet 
of. the trenches before they* were seen. 
Their coming was heralded too late for 
defenders, who were bayoneted in the 
trenches and beyond the trenches as 
they ran. Four hundred German pris- 
oners were taken. 

One -of the places where the French 
had been most harassed is near the 
elbow of the western line. The impor- 
tant position there had been taken and 
retaken frequently during the last 
three weeks. Every time the Germans 
had been obliged to abandon the posi- 
tions they returned in force and pushed 
back the French by weight of num- 
bers. 

The French took the position for the 
twelfth time and held it for ten hours. 
Then came a shock of the human Dat- 
tering ram and the French gradually 
gave way. 

The Germans began fortifying the 
place, but while they were engaged in 
this task the earth heaved and there 
was a deafening explosion. The ten 
hours the French had held the point 
had been sufficient to mine every rod 
of the ground. It its estimated that 
three German battalions were annihi- 


lated. 


Germans Oceupy Canal. 


The strength of the German positions 
north of Roye, which facilitated their 
movements toward Lille, is expldingd 
by the fact that they were occupying 
an unfinished canal extending as far 
as Reisel. The Germans found in the 
deep, broad cutting, magnificent en- 
trenchments. 4 

Officers of the allies say they have 
noted that only about 40 per cent of 
the shells from German guns semnose. 
They say also that the prodigality of | 
their fire apparently has depleted the 
German supply of ammunition, as the 
intensity of the fire lately has dimin- 
ished. 

The French artillerymen are careful 
in getting ranges and waste few shells. 
In an artillery duel near Armentieres, 
the Germans fired for half a day into 
thickets that had been abandoned some 
time before:- The French 3-inch guns 
finally got the range and twelve shelis 
silenced the German battery. 


A little further to the south the 
allies are attempting to advance to- 
ward Lille for the relief of that city, 
which has been in German hands for 
some time. They also are pushing on 
to the north and south of Arras. Their 
efforts yesterday to advance on Lille, 
where the Germans hold strong posi-

GERMANS CHECKED, 
DECLARES PARIS. 


Paris, October 20.—The French offi- 
cial communication issued at 11 o’clock 
tonight says the Germans today at- 
tacked along the entire front and 
everywhere were repulsed. 

The text of the communication fol- 
lows: 

“The day has been characterized by 
an effort of the Germans along all 
parts of the front—to the extreme 
north, where the Belgian army has 
held remarkably; at La Bassee, where 
the German troops have attempted an 
offensive movement of particular vio- 
lence; to the north of Arras; at Ma- 
metz, between Peronne and Albert; at 
Vauquois, to the east of the Argonne, 
and, finally, on the heights of the 
Meuse and in the region of Champlon. 

“Everywhere the German attacks 
have been repulsed.” 

During the afternoon the French 
war office issued the following com- 
munication: 

“In Belgium, in spite of violent at- 
tacks on the part of the enemy, the 
Belgian a has held its position 
on the line of the river Yser.

Berlin, October 21.—(Via The Hague 
and London, 12:15 a.. m.)—Engage- 
ments continue near Nieuport, Bel- 
gium, and Lille, where the allied 
forces have been trying to beat back 
the German advance. e French for 
several days have been attacking des- 
perately in the vicinity of Lille, but 
according to headquarters’ bulletins 
all the attacks have been repulsed with 
heavy losses to the allies. 

It is announced that the allies have 
made a stand behind the river Yser in 
an attempt there to check the German 
advance along the coast. The result 
of aoe which has been going on 
for three days in this region is npt 
known. 

There is no news from the rest of 
the battle front nor from the eastern 
field of the war. 

The imperial chancellor, Dr. Von 
Bethmann-Hollweg, speaking at head- 
quarters to Conrad Hauesmann, a 
member of the reichstag, praised the 
attitude of the public and troops, 
which, he said, not only demonstrated, 
but strengthened the unity of the na- 
tion. The spirit of the troops along 
the entire west front, as the imperial 
chancellor personally had ascertained, 
was everywhere excellent. 


GERMANS FAIL 
IN COAST DASH. 


London, October 20.—-The Daily Mail 
correspondent in the north of ance 
sends this dispatch regarding the sit- 
uation there: 

“A big’ battle is in progress along 
the front extending fram Ostend to 
IAlle. In competent quarters the posi- 
tion of the allies is regarded as emi- 
nently satisfactory. 

“The enemy’s attempt to brush past 
our left wing to the straits of Dover 
is failing. Their line of attack was 
intended to extend from Ostend through 
Lille to Douai, but a steady succession 
of defeats the past fortnight has 
broken the power of the southern half 
of the line, and instead of a united 
army marching in an unbroken line 
across Pas de Calaisand the north de- 
partments there is left merely a series 
of detachments. They are large, but 
wherever they have given battle have 
been beaten.

Paris, October 20.—Reports from 
the front today indicate that the 
allies are continuing their offensive 
operations, which, in the opinion 
of French observers, promise the 
best results. The action of the Bel- 
gian army and of a squadron of Brit- 
ish warships in repulsing an attack by 
the enemy is a subject of particularly 
favorable comment. 

The public was gratified by the an- 
nouncement of the situation in Alsace. 
This was the first time in some days 
that the war office has indicated defi- 
nitely the French positions. It is now 
seen that French troops have almost 
reached the outlet of the valleys lead- 
ing to the plains of the river Ill. The 
French now consider that they are 
firmly established in Alsace on terri- 
tory doubly dear to them. Word has 
been received also that the Germans 
are hastily preparing new defensive 
works around Strassburg. 

The fighting in the vicinity of Lille 
has been watched with deep interest 
here and it is hoped that not many 
days will pass before the allies take 
this position. 

The Institute of France, after a pro- 
longed and lively meeting, has decided 
to read in pubhc at its annual meet- 
ing next Monday the report of five of 
its members condemning the course of 
Germany in the present war. 

After long continued negotiations 
——— the intermediary of the 
American legation at Berne, Switzer- 
land, exchanges are about to be mada 
among the belligerent countries of in- 
terned civillans. It has been decided 
that all women and children and all 
males under 17 years of age will be 
sucneneee between France and Aus- 
ria.

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PEACE IN.MEXICO - 
STILL IN FUTURE 


Tension Between Carranza 
and Villa Seems to Be 
Growing—Alleged Villa Is 
Menacing Peace Delegates. 


Washington, October 20.—Recent de- 
velopments, it became known tonight, 
have shaken the confidence of officials 
here that the contest between Car- 
ranza and Villa for control of the po- 
litical situation in Mexico was about 
to be finally adjusted. 

Reports that Villa had moved 2a 
large force into the vicinity of Aguas 
Calientes, where the constitutidnalist 
peace conference is in session, and had 
attempted to coerce the delegates, 
were doubted, but a more serious view 
was taken of dispatches announcing 
that Carranza had repudiated the 
claim of the convention to sovereign 
power in Mexico There was no offi- 
cial confirmation of this or of reports 
that the first chief had declared he 
would deliver the executive power only 
to a man elected by the people, but 
officials admitted they did not regard 
it as unlikely that interruption of the 
work of the Aguas Calientes conven- 
tion was due to such a cause. Some 
interpreted the adjournment ostensibly 
to await the arrival of: Zapata repre- 
sentatives, as really to allow some of 
the delegates to confer with Carranza 
and determine what the course of ac- 
tion should be.

VILLA MENACING 
PEACE DELEGATES. 


San Antonio, Texas, October 20.—The 
Mexican consulate here today received 
a report from Mexico City stating that 
General Francisco Villa created a panic 
among the delegates tothe convention 
of military chiefs in Aguas Calientes 
today by moving an army of 18,000 
men into position where he can en- 
velop the city and imprison the en- 
tire conference. Villa’s army is re- 
ported to be within an hour’s march 
of Aguas Calientes. To oppose nim 
there are Carranza troops at Monte- 
rey and Saltillo, but it would take 
from four to twelve hours to get them 
to Aguas Calientes. 

According to the message from 
Mexico City to the consulate here the 
delegates at Aguas Calientes, who in- 
clude many chiefs of the constitu- 
tionalist army, have made an appeal to 
Carranza to guarantee their freedom 
during the convention, which was re- 
sumed today. 

They declare that Villa's soldiers 
who are in Aguas Calientes as escorts 
to the chiefs of Villa’s army rob them 
and insult them in the streets. They 
ask Aguas Calientes and surrounding 
territory be declared neutral during 
the convention or that the convention 
be removed to Mexico City. 
CARRANZA’S FAMILY 
FLEES TO BORDER. 

Eagle Pass, Texas, October 20.—The 
family of Venustiano Carranza, con- 
stitutionalist first chief, reached the 
Mexican border today. It was an- 
nounced that they would make their 
residence temporarily at Piedras Ne- 
gras, opporite here on the Mexican 
side of the Rio Grande. The move 
was reported to be for the safety of 
Carranza’s family in case of develep- 
ments unfavorable to him, 

Piedras Negras was Carranza’s pro- 
visional capital when his revolution 
was started. It is in the state of Coa- 
huila, over which he was governor 
when he raised hig revolt against 
Huerta.

Greatest of Corporations. 

Mr. Dickinson told the court that 
the billion-dollar corporation, in mag- 
nitude and strength, is the greatest 
combination of capital ever brought 
together under one control.

He told of the 
sharp competition that then existed in 
the iron, steel, tin plate and kindred 
industries; of how pools were formed 
in the steel rail field and how agree- 
ments were made among manufactur- 
ers of iron and steel to keep up prices; 
how these=pools dried up and agree- 
ments were broken; how captains of 
industry schemed to put one another 
out of business; how one steel concern 
would absorb another and gradually 
led up to the formation of the gigan- 
tic corporation now under fire 

Mr. Dickimson told how the five 
great :ndustrial and financial interests 


‘came together and formed the steel 


corporation in 1901. The five great in- 
terests be named were headed by the 
late J. P. Morgan, Andrew Carnegie, W. 
H. & J. H. Moore, John Gates and John 
D. Rockefeller. He went into intricate 
detail to show how the steel corpora- 
tion’s capital of more than $1,400,000,. 
000 was made up and ne charged that 
more than $500,000,000 of this is water. 
He also described how the steel cor- 
poration kept up prices and charged 
that it in every way possible restrained 
trade and crushed competition. 

The purchase by the steel corpora- 
tion of the Tennessee Coal, Iron and 
Railroad company during the money 
panic of 1907, in which President 
Roosevelt figured also, was touched on 
by Mr. Dickinson. He said the steel 
corporation did not purcuase the Ten- 
nessee stock from the New York brok- 
ers, who were said to be in financial 
trouble, through any .patriotic motives 
to prevent the panic from spreading, 
but to get control of the company. Mr. 
Dickinson made no reference to for- 
mer President Roosevelt, but in the 
brief filed by the government it was 
set out that the representatives of the 
steel corporation who went to Wash- 
ington to consult with Mr. Roosevelt 
over .ae propriety of purchasing the 
Tennessee stock from the New York 
brokers, had deceived the president as 
to the amount of stock held by the 
New York firm.

“The battles poucereey to the east 
of Chyrow and Przemysl (both in Ga- 
licia) again were very successful for 
the Austrians. The fighting near Mi- 
zyniec was especially severe.

October 20.—Problems 
of international exchange at present 
worrying the federal reserve board 
soon will be solved, the balance of 
trade again will swing to the United 
States and the payment of immense 
sums of American gold to England be 
rendered unnecessary, in the opinion 
of Sir George Paish, special adviser 
to the English chancellor of the ex- 
chequer, now in Washington to discuss 
foreign exchange conditions with treas- 
ury officials. 

“At the present time,’ Sir George said 
today, “England, of course feels that 
she wants money that is owned her. 
We have coming from the United 
States probably more than $200,000,- 
000. The ordinary method of payment 
is by gold, but in the course of busi- 
ness the balance usually is taken care 
of by purchases of American securi- 


Washington, 


Egyptian in preference to 
American. 

“The Egyptian cotton is not used 
for the same grade of manufactured 
goods,” said he. “At present the Eng- 
lish mills probably have a sufficient 
supply on hand for a few months. They 
naturally are not anxious to buy, how- 
ever, unless they are sure.cotton has 
reached the bottom price. The margin 
of profit in cotton is too small to war- 
rant such risks. If you succeed in tak- 
ing care of the surplus crop, I have no 
doubt you will see the English mills in 
the market again quickly. 

“I suppose the cotton exchanges in 
New York and New Orleans will open 
again shortly, if the plan of. the federal 
reserve board for a $150,000,000 loan 
fund goes through. hen I think the 
Liverpool exchange will follow. With 
cotton selling again there is bound to 
be an improvement in conditions ,and 
some of the balance against you will 
be wiped out of existence.” 

Short-Term Paper. 

Secretary. McAdoo and the reserve 
board were occupied today with the di- 
rectors and other officials of the twelve 
reserve banks, who are in Washington 
for a conference, and had no oppor- 
tunity for further consultation with 
Sir George. Mr. McAdoo is suffering 
from a slight attack of nervous indi- 
gestion and probably will not return to 
his desk for several days. Until then 
the conference with Sir George, to 
which New York bankers are to be 
asked, will not be held. 

It became apparent today that the 
federa] reserve board probably would 
attempt to provide short-term interest- 
bearing paper or notes acceptable to 
the English government in. place of 
actual gold. BPnglish bankers, it was 
said, recently refused to take the obli-

Roosevelt's Mother's Crib 


Sent to Him by C. W. McClure 


The old-fashioned crib in which Col- 
onei Theodore Roosevelt's mother slept 
as a little girl has been obtained 
by C. W. McClure, of Atlanta, and 
shipped this week to Colonel Roosevelt 
as a birthday present, with best wishes 
from the Georgia progressives. Colo- 
nel Roosevelt's birthday is October 27. 

The crib is one of the old-fashioned 
four-poster kind, made of solid wgal- 
nut, and is a rich example of nd 
woodwork. It is inscribed on the bot- 
tom, ““Made by James Denny for Major 
Bulloch in the year 1835.” 

Colonel Roosevelt’s mother was a 
Miss Bulloch and spent her childhood 
at the family home in Roswell, a few 
miles north of Atlanta. The bed has 
been for years in the family of R. G. 
Broadwell, former mayor of “Roswell. 
He had refused fabulous prices offered 
by antique collectors, and let Mr. Mc- 
Clure have it only because the latter 
destined it as a gift to the Roosevelt 
family. Mr. MeClure, who is the pro- 
gressive nominee in Georgia for the 
long term in the United States senate, 
wrote Colonel Roosevelt in connection 
with the gift as follows: 

“My Dear Colonel: Il am sending you 


| nominatino for president in 1912,

“NO PROFIT IN EXPERIENCE. ” 

We quote the foregoing headline from 
The New York Evening World, from which 
we also quote its advice to the south, as 


follows: é; 
With all kindly feeling for the dis- 
tressed cotton growers, The Evening 
World nevertheless weeks ago ventured 
to ask whether the south expects to be 
coddled and comforted on all similar 
occasions in future. Year after year it 
stakes everything on its cotton crop. 
Whenever it happens to lose, is the na- 
tion to come hurrying to the rescue? Why 
doesn't this favored section use its ex- 
traordinarily productive soil and cli- 
mate to raise other crops? 

The government office of farm man- 
agement at Washington seems to agree 
that the south needs this «sort of. re- 
minder. “The situation in which the cot- 
ton planters now find themselves is only 
an illustration of the danger attendant 
upon any farm enterprise and business 
based on raising a single crop,” declares 
Chigf Spillinan of the farm management 
office. Wheat growers of the Pacific 
northwest, who had no resource other 
than wheat, learned a costly lesson when 
the wheat crop was ruined by rains in 
1893. Rice producing regions with no 
other crops have had to go through 
ruinous eras. “Every region that has 
but one great agricultural enterprise has 
suffered more or less in the same way.” 

Why doesn’t the south show that it 
can learn from its mistakes? The south 
can grow a greater variety of foodstuffs 
than any other section of the country, 
and at less cost. When its vast cotton 
fields no longer lie bare and barren 
through the winter, but produce cover 
crops of vegetables and hay, there will 
be no more groaning from this area. 


It’s a poor rule that won’t work both 
ways, an unfortunate principle whose appli- 
cation is hastened to one emergency, yet 
denied in anothgr of equal, perhaps greater, 
import. Wherefore we may be pefmitted, no 
doubt, to paraphrase the foregoing editorial 
comment from The Evening World to fit 
another well-known case: 


With all kindly feeling for 
tunate financiers and speculators, The 
Evening World might frequently have 
asked whether Wall street expects to be 
coddled and comforted on every oceasion 
when it gets in a tight place. Year 
after vear it stakes everything on its 
speculations. Whenever it happens to 
get the wrong end of it, is the nation 
always to come hurrving to the rescue” 
Why doesnt this favored street use 
extraordinary resources to protect itself? 

‘There is no record of = officialdom 
agreeing that Wall street needs this sort 
of a reminder. “The situation in which 
Wall street often finds itself is only an 
illustration of the danger attendant upon 
any financial enterprise based on spec- 
ulation,’ declare those who have been 
careful observers of results. Financiers 
who have no dependence but speculation 
have learned costly lessons when the 
market has taken sudden turn against 
them. “Every financial clique that de- 
pends on speculation has suffered more 
or less in the same way.” 

Why doesn’t Wall street show 
‘an iilearn from its'7s mistakes” 
street can marshal more ready cash re- 
sources than most of the other cities in 
the country combined, and with less dif- 
ficulty. When its vast reSources no 
longer are kept tied up in speculative 
enterprises, but are made and kept suf-

A SPLENDID SELECTION. 

The selection’ of Joseph A. McCord for 
the important position of governor, or chief 
executive officer, of the federal reserve 
bank for the southeastern district, soon to 
be established in Atlanta, is one which will 
give widespread and general satisfaction. 
Announcement of the choice, just made, 
caused no surprise, for it has been generally 
understood for some weeks that Mr. McCord 
could have the governorship of the new 
bank if he wished. 

The duties of the governor of the federal 
reserve bank are both ministerial and execu- 
tive. He will carry out the policy as out- 
lined by the directors in accordance with 
the law and the rulings of the federal re- 
serve board. , 

It would be difficult to find a man in the 
district better equipped than Mr. McCord 
for the duties of this position. His whole 
training has been that of a bank executive. 
As vice president of the Third National 
Bank of Atlanta, he has had a large part in 
the successful building of that financial in- 
stitution. He has gained wide experience in 
matters relating to finance and currency, 
through membership in the currency com- 
mission of the American Bankers’ associa- 
tion; in the federal legislative commission 
of the same association; in various im- 
portant committees from the Georgia Bank- 
ers’ association, and through frequent iden- 
tification With local, state and national move- 
ments which have had to do with financial 
and currency reforms. 

A native Georgian whose work has al- 
ways been in the south, and one who has 
always been in keen sympathy with condi- 
tions and needs of his state and section, he 
has qualifications outside of his banking and 
financial experience and ability that fit him 
the better for handling the affairs of this 
important institution which, while part of a 
great national scheme, is primarily designed 
to serve the southeastern section. 

The directors of the Atlanta reserve 
bank, acting as they no doubt did, with the 
full approval of the federal reserve board, 
have made a wise choice. When the reserve 
bank is opened, as it will be within the next 
few days, every bank as well as every indi- 
vidual who has to deal with Governor Mce- 
Cord, may rest assured of treatment whose 
fairness and justice cannot be questioned. 


TRAFFIC RELIEF NEEDED. 


Council has commendably taken under 
consideration the congested situation on the 
principal business streets which are now at 
times overcrowded by moving traffic, not to 
speak of automobiles parked for hours, half 
days and sometimes all day at the curbs 
with barely room enough at times for street 
cars to pass. 

There are times when it is impossible for 
shoppers to stop where they wish for a few 
minutes’ trading because of 
lined up for blocks in the retail sections. 
These parked cars interfere no little with 
moving traffic of all kinds, and they are a 
constant source of danger to pedestrians 
who find difficulty in seeing what is coming 
toward them when attempting to cross the 
streets. The traffic in Whitehall, Peachtree, 
and certain blocks of other retail streets in 
the business center of the city, is becoming 
so congested that at times the traffic po- 
licemen have exceeding difficulty in keeping 
the tangle straight. 

It would seem that twenty to thirty min- 
utes is ample time for the parking of any 
vehicle for ordinary business purposes: and 
those who wish to use the streets all day 
for the parking of their cars should at least 
take the trouble to place them on 
streets, where they will be less in the way, 
or make other disposition of them. 

Councilman Boynton has introduced an 
ordinance making this requirement, and it is 
now open for discussion and consideration. 
Either this or some other adequate city law 
should be enacted, which will relfeve these 
congested districts, affording better facilities 
for moving traffic and more equal opportu- 
nity to all who are entitled to the right to 
use these streets.

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Suggestions for Continued 
Prosperity of Georgia

Editor Constitution: May I voice myself 
in three suggestions for the continued pros- 
perity of Georgia, namely: 

Compulsory education, especially in the 
rural sections, and:the furnishing of books 
and teachers by the state) Education in 
some of the rural sections of Georgia is 
badly neglected; in one instance, there is a 
Small town in north Georgia of about a 
thousand inhabitants and on the main line 
of the N., Cc. & St. L. railroad. This town 
has a good big school building, but all last 
year remained closed, and so far this year, 
for these reasons: the citizens, 
afford it, sent their children off to boarding 
schools, and those who couldn't, kept their 
children at home, because the citizens, who 
sent their children off, would not assist in 
the support of a school and the others were 
not able to support it alone. It is needless 
for me to say what the outcome of these 
conditions will be. 

I have been in a Section of the United 
States for the past five years where they 
haven't one-tenth of the resources’ that 
Georgia has, but they have good roads, com- 
pulsory education, furnish books and teach- 
ers for the children, schools in every little 
hamlet, and the country is growing in leaps 
and bounds. 

Next—good roads, and the right kind. 
Georgia is working her roads and 
are in fine shape until a good rain 
comes along, then they are full of ruts and 
same as before working, and they 
have to be worked over. 

We have enough granite rock in 
mountain to make solid road beds all 
the state of Georgia, and crushed rock roads 
are paying investments. 

California has more automobiles than any 
other state in the union, because good roads 
is their hobby. These roads bring investors 
besides. Thousands of tourists flock there 
every year, the roads are so good, and every 
road posted at’ every turn and cross road by 
auto club signs, giving directions and dis- 
tance so that a man cannot get lost, and the 
temptation is so strong he buys an auto- 
mobile. Then he drives over the country 
and he sees the well developed land, and it 
creates in him a desire to own it, and he 
buys it, paying ten times as much an acre 
for land he could have bought in Georgia 
and developed the same way. 

This very case occurred 
California, while I was there; 
Atlanta citizens went to Los Angeles, got 
the automobile fever, bought one, saw a 
piece of land 17 miles from Los Angeles with 
a 1,000 feet fronting on the good road, a 
total of thirty acres in a young orange 
zrove, and paid $60,000 for this land. 

If we had the good substantial roads like 
those, we would get the eastern tourists, be- 
cause we have good climate, they would be 
close at home, they would come here, see 
the unlimited undeveloped resources and in- 
vest, also our own investors would stay at 
home, also their money. 

Good roads would increase the value of 
lands, increas@ the state’s revenue, offer 
bigger opportunities for the farmer to de- 
velop his land in agricultural and truck 
farming, and get his perishable products to 
the cities from distances and in good con- 
dition.

Af these large landowners would loosen 
up, sell their land off in small farms to their 
tenants on time payments, there would not 
be so many farmer boys leaving the farms 
for the city; there would not be so much 
jumping from farm to farm by farmers, but 
the farmer would settle down because it is 
his own land and develop it 100 per cent 
better. 

In my travels over the state, I find in 
every town, where one man owns a big pro- 
portion of all the land around it. In one in-

With a keen sense of the limits of its legal | 
authority, the federal reserve board at Wash- 
ington hesitates about assuming the respon- 
sibility of directing or managing the. pro- 
posed pool of $150,000,000 ‘which will be un- 
derwritten, if it be organized, by the banks 
of the federal reserve system, and will be 
exclusively used to assist the cotton pro- 
ducers. The banks of New York city would 
cheerfully subscribe to this fund for as much 
as $50,000,000, but when the first tentative 
statement was made by those in authority 
in the banking world of New York the prom- 
ise was accompanied by the condition that 
the federal reserve board should approve this 
underwriting and control its distribution. 
When the bankers cheerfully accepted the 
proposition made by President J. B. Forgan, 
of Chicago, that a gold fund be established 
by the underwriting of it by the banks of 
the federal reserve system, it was deemed 
expedient to confer with the members of the 
federal reserve. board at Washington. 

The board gave its approval, which was 
wholly moral and not authoritative, and it 
was in a measure due to this attitude of the 
federal beard that the syndicate was organ- 
ized and the $100,000,000 gold fund under- 
written by all of the banks is now in effect. 

Those who attended the meeting of the 
annual convention of the American Bankers’ 
Association, and who, at adjournment, pass- 
ed through New York city, are reported to 
have said to their friends here that the va- 
rious *omplications, the highly artificial 
methods that now in progress for mas- 
tering the situation and the embarrassment 
of the federal reserve board occasioned by 
its lack of authority to accept certain re- 
sponsbbilities, furnish argument which by 
and by the people ‘will understand, in favor 
of the establishment of a unified bank. Dur- 
ing the six years of the agitation in favor 
of reformiof our banking and currency sys- 
tem public sentiment in many parts of the 
country set emphatically against the organi- 
zation of a unified, or what is commonly 
known as a central, bank as the keystone 
of the new national bank and currency sys- 
tem. The apprehension was great that in 
that way a new money power would be cre- 
ated and that high banking authority would 
obtain contro] of the central bank and oper- 
ate it to serve selfish purposes. Yet the 
national monetary commission and the mem- 
bers of congress who, with patience and 
earnestness, worked out the bill which at 
last became a law, and upon which the new 
federal reserve system is to be based, recog- 
nized the necessity of establishing some cen- 
tral authority. The political or public point 
of view, however, made it essential that this 
should be accomplished by a sort of disguise. 
The federal reserve board was created, and 
in some respects it has the authority which 
would appertain to a central or unified bank. 
If the federal reserve board is now in con- 
trol of a unified bank it would have such 
authority as would make unnecessary the 
voluntary co-operation of the American na- 
tional banks entered into for the purpose of 
securing means whereby the financial diffi- 
culties could Be overcome. The federal re- 
serve board, as director of the unified bank, 
might so control or direct the resources and 
the credit-giving powers of the national 
hank as sufficiently to relieve the feverish 
embarrassment of the cotton producers of 
the south. So, also, an institution of this 
kind could have been so managed as to make 
it unnecessary by voluntary co-operation. to 
establish or underwrite a gold fund of 
$100,000,000 to be used exclusively to aid 
American debtors to creditors in other lands 
whose debts reflected chiefly commercial 
transactions. 

Wheels Within Wheels. 

At this time there are under way several 
propositions of magnitude in which the na- 
tional banks are interested and are taking 
part, and which are of inportance in the 
business and financial world of the United 
States. First of all, there is the movement 
of gold to Canada for the purpose of meet- 
ing the current obligations of New York 
city on account of short-time notes. This 
involves an underwriting syndicate which 
included all but two of the banks of New 
York city. It has already caused large 
amounts of gold to be sent to Ottalwa against 
which exchange can be drawn available for 
meeting New York city’s pending obligations 
abroad. 

In the next place, there is the now com- 
pleted underwriting of a gold fund amount- 
ing to $100,000,000 to which all of the banks 
of the federal system have pledged 
themselves to pay their proportionate part. 
They are already paying on account of the 
first call of $25,000,000. This gold is to be 
within the control of a competent committee 
which will sell exchange against it, taking 
care that these sales do not accommodate 
speculators or persons not entitled to as- 
sistance. 

In the third place, the banks which are 


are 


reserve 


members of the federal reserve system have 
within a few days been notified that they 
must pay on account of the first installment 
of the capital stock of the federal reserve 
banks. These payments are to be made upon 
the day before the elections of the members 
of congress, and soon after the banks of the 
federal reserve system have received thetr 
stock holdings in the federal reserve banks 
in each of the systems, then it twill be possi- 
ble for the operation of the banks under the 
new law to begin. 
The Next Step. 

The next step in the direction of relief 
will, if it ‘be taken at all, be illustrated by 
the underwriting of a fund of $150,000,000, 
which is to be exclusively utilized for re- 
lievinge the cotton producers of the _ south. 
This is regarded as properly, even inevitably, 
a national undertaking, for while the relief 
is to reach exclusively the anxious cotton 
producers of the south, nevertheless the re- 
lief will also serve general business through- 
out the United States. The cotton harvest 
each year is in money value, including by- 
products, second only to the corn harvest. 
That part of each year’s harvest which has 
been sold to the cotton manufacturers of 
England and to the continent of Europe has 
been regarded as the chief instrumentality in 
establishing a visible international trade 
balance in favor of the United States. Cot- 
ton bills of exchange have furnished no small 
part of the means by which our international 
financing is perfected. ‘Therefore, if the cot- 
ton producers of the south, who now find 
themselves in the paradoxical situation of 
possessing possibly the ltargest cotton crop 
on record while through no fault of theirs 
there is no market for their cotton, are re- 
lieved, one of the obstacles in the way of 
restoring normal conditions would be re- 
moved. 

How closely those who have worked out 
this proposition under the leadership of 
Festus J. Wade, of St. Louis, have consid- 
ered all of the problems and the factors that 
enter into the problems may be illustrated 
by the statement that they are confident 
that the underwriting of the gold fund of 
$150,000,000 “will represent or affect in the 
cotton movement facilities of at least 
$300,000, 000. 

While these various propositions are un- 
der way, the official representative of the 
treasury Of Great Britain is in consultation 
with the financial authorities of the United 
States, presumably for the purpose of work- 
ing out a plan for establishing an interna- 
tional clearing house, through the instrumen- 
tality of which exchange can be brought to 
practically normal quotations.

Than Corn or Oats

Editor Constitution: I have read with in- 
terest your editorial in The Constitution on 
“The Seed Problem.” 

I enclose copy of letter I have just ad- 
dressed to Professor DeLoach, editor farm 
department of your splendid paper, which, it 
occurred to me, might interest you. 

Nearly every farmer now has cotton seed. 
He can swap his cotton seed with any of 
the oil mills on a fair basis for cotton seed 
meal, utilize the meal in feeding his stock, 
thereby conserving his corn, which is clearly 
going to be very dear. 

If there is any doubt whatever in your 
mind that one pound of cotton seed meal 
will displace two pwounds of corn, rt siggest 
that you confer with Dr. Soule or Dr. 
DeLoach. 

Cotton seed meal is now selling at about 
$22 per ton. I am not posted, but I believe 
that corn is selling at about $1.25 per bushel 
of 56 pounds, or something over $44 per ton.” 

One ton of cotton seed meal displacing 
two tons of corn would, you will readily see, 
mean that cotton seed meal as a feed for 
mules and horses is worth about $90 per ton. 

Was there ever such an opportunity for 
economy presented?

[I have read with interest your article in 
today’s Constitution entitled “Planting 
Wheat and Other Winter Grain.’ 

This article is splendid—and it suggests 
an idea to me which I know you will ap- 
preciate. It is this: 

Being a thorough animal husbandman, 
you know that cotton seed meal 1s a splen- 
did feed for mlules and horses—and one pound 
to one and a half pounds can be used with 
an ordinary anima] each day, thereby dis- 
placing about two pounds of corn. 

Now, the advice that I think should be 
yen to the farmer, and given promptly, is 
this: 

Conserve all of the corn and wheat pos- 
sible, using, of course, a great deal of wheat 
in the planting of a fall crop. 

Advise them to swap cotton seed for cot- 
ton seed meal and feed cotton seed meal to 
their work animals. 

I believe a great deal of good can be 
accomplished in handling the present cotton 
seed crop in this way, and effect a great 
economy to the state. 

It has always made me heart-sick to 
realize the thousands and thousands of tons 
of western corn and oats coming into our 
state at high prices, when cotton seed meal 
—our own product—could be used to the dis- 


‘placement of all or practically all of this 


imported material. 

I do hope you will give some advice, not 
ony to the farmers, but to the feeders as 
well. 

In the same issue of The Constitution I 
note a letter from W. E. Chambers, purchas- 
ing agent of the city .of Atlanta, indicating 
that he is going to include Georgia-raised 
hay in the specifications for forage in the 
future. 

I do not know, but I dare say not a mule 
worked by the city of Atlanta is eating any 
cotton seed meal. 

Isn't it simply astounding that our people 
will so persistently neglect one of its great- 
est products as a feed fof its work stock?

Says State Should Have 
Commerce Commissioner 


Editor Constitution: I saw tn The Consti- 
tution a few days ago an article by Mr. L. A. 
Niven in regard to a man near Marietta who 
has a car load of hay for whicn ne cannot 
find a market. 

I have long since Known that this is one 
of the obstacles in growing food crops ijiere. 
It is folly to advise the farmer to grow food 
crops unless there is some provision made 
for finding a market for same and also for 
bringing the producer and consumer to- 
gether. 

I do not see how the state or national 
government can pass a law restricting the 
production of cotton unless at the same time 
something is done toward finding a market 
for other products of the farm. This, in my 
opinion, can be accomplished by the state 
creating the office of commissioner of com- 
merce, said office to be conducted practically 
as a large brokerage office, the only dif- 
ference being that there would be no set- 
tlements made through this office, its duties 
being to bring the producers and consumers 
together, its activities being limited to farm 
products. In this way there can be a mar- 
ket found for all products of the soil. For 
instance, take the case of the gentleman near 
Marietta. He would notify the commission- 
er of commerce that he had a car load of 
hay, giving an accurate description of same. 
The commissioner would in ttirn take the 
matter up with parties who are likely to 
be in the market for same, turning their 
names over to the gentleman having the hay 
for sale. The same rule would apply to all 
farm products. 

The law could be so fixed that the com- 
missioner would interest himself only in 


\carload lots; this could be met by the farm- 


ers co-operating together and making a car 
load of each commodity offered. In this way 
a market could be found for all salabie 
products of the farm and I thi it is a work 
that should be taken up by the State govern- 
ments. And I[ believe it would tesult in a 
great advantage to the states undertaking 
it. As an illustration of the importance of 
bringing the right parties together I will 
give an instance that happened several] years 
ago. One of the departments of the national 
govern it in following out its policy of 
preventing waste and finding a market for 
by-products of the industries found that one 
company had as waste material a large 
quantity of wooden rolls, about five inches 
in diameter and four feet long. They also 
found another company that used large 
quantities of small wooden fFolls, and by 
bringing representatives of tne two com- 
panies together the first company was able 
to dispose of its waste materfal at a price 
that very materially increased its profits. 
The arrangement was profitable to both 
sides, as the purchasing company was ena- 
bled to buy the by-product rolls at a smaller 
price than it had been paying. These com- 
panies were located several hundred miles 
apart, but were brought together by the 
activities of one of the government depart- 
ments. This is only one case in hundreds 
that could be quoted of savings accomplish- 
ed by getting the right parties together. 
If the government can accomplish. so 
much in finding a use for by-products of the 
industries it would se€em as though the state 
could do a tremendous amount of good by 


using tne same principles in finding a market: 


for the food products of the soil.

Refusal of Insurance Com-; 


panies to Take War Risks 
on Shipments Main Reason 
Given for the Decline. 


New Orleans, October 20.—The down- 
ward movement in the price of cotton 
continued today, bids for Janaury be- 
ing reduced to 7.10, while spot cotton 
was officially quoted at 6% for mid- 
dling, a loss of % from yesterday’s 
prices. 

The refusal of insurance companies 
to take war risks on snipments of cot- 
ton to many neutral ports was given 
as one of the reasons for the decline, 
since this attitude will tend to reduce 
an already small export movement. 

The loss of a sixteenth in quotations 
at Dallas early in the day helped to 
weaken local spots, while the large re- 
ceipts at Memphis and Houston, the 
movement to both points being larger 
than for the corresponding day, both 
last year and the year before, caused 
much uncertainty and fear of increased 
offerings.

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MEETINGS WATCHED 
BY THE FINANCIERS 


Conference Between British 
Representatives and U. S. 
Officials Expected to Re- 
sult in Benefit to Business. 


New York, October 20.—Interest in 
financial affairs today centered chiefly 
around the conference being: held in 
Washington between representatives of 
the British finance minister and treas- 
ury officials. The outcome of these 
meetings is expected to have a very 
direct bearing, not only upon. existing 
foreign exchange conditions. but also 
upon the broad question of the reopen- 
ing of the London and New York stock 
exchanges. 

Washington was also the seat of con- 
tinued negotiations relative to the or- 

anization of the proposed cotton pool, 
n which a hitch was reported. The 
chief obstacle in the way of this plan 
is said to be the disinclination of the 
federal reserve board to assume full 
responsibility for the project, on the 
gronee that other and more pressing 

uties are now before it for consider- 
ation. 

There was another abrupt break in 
exchange on London cables, being quot- 
ed at 4.96% and demand bills at 4.96, 
these quotations representing declines 
of 2 cents or more from last week's 
! ures. Business was very ac- 
tive. he decline generally was asso- 
clated with the recent heavy foreign 
demand for American commodities. 

Depression in steel and copper con- 
tinued with lower prices for copper 
metal and steady diminution of ship- 
ments of finished steel for leading milis 
In fact, the state of the steel industry 
at this time is such as to indicate an 
abandonment of virtually’ § all price 
schedules. Some announcement on 
this point is expected at the third quar- 
terly meeting of the United States steel 
directors a week from today. 

Time money was quotably easier in 
some instances, but actually unchang- 
ed. Local banks are holding them- 
selves in readiness for prospective re- 
newals, some of these contracts repre- 
senting 90-day loans made shortly be- 
fore the stock exchange closed. 

Money on call was freely offered at 
an average rate of 6%, the supply ex- 
ceeding the demand. The banks in the 

ranger sections are buying moderate- 
y on high-class commercial paper at 6 
per cent, but the inquiry from other 
sources is light.

Atlanta’s telephone girls—several 


‘hundred at the Ivy exchange ‘of the 
Southern Bell 


system—outstripped all 
efforts at public service when members 
of the Rotary club, headed by Presi- 
Adams, inspected the ex- 
Tuesday afternoon as the 
guests of W. 8. Gentry and Evelyn Har- 
ris. 

For more than fifteen minutes, at the 
semi-monthly luncheon at the Wine- 
coff hotel .Tuesday afternoon, Mr. Har- 
ris, who is manager of the publicity 
department of the Bell system in At- 
lanta, told Rotarians how the princi- 
ples of Rotary are applied to a public 
service corporation, and the operators 
the switchboard afterwards gave a 
demonstration of Rotary 
methods at the Ivy office. 

President Gentry and other officials 
with the assistance 
of the hello girls, showed the Rota- 
rians the intricacies of the telephone 
system, and explained to them some 
points of the service of which the gen- 
eral public knows little. For instance, 
the girls showed the visitors what 
happens when there is trouble with 
the service, and the officials then ex- 
plained to what extent the company 
goes to remedy defects. 

President Gentry was particularly 
anxious that the visitors know the en- 
vironment in which the girls work, 
and he showed them through the par- 
lor, with its elegant equipment, the 
dining room, kitchen, rest and reading 
and other cosy nooks. 

The visit proved of more 
than the Rotarians anticipated, 
were greatly impressed with the 
pany’s equipment. 

Speaking of the relation of Rotary 
principles to public corporations, par- 
ticularly as applies to the Bell system, 
Mr. Harris, in part, said: 

Mr. Harris Speaks. 

“I believe the ideals of the Bell sys- 
tem more nearly approach the ideals 
of Rotary than those of any other gi- 
gantic business organization.

“For every employee, man and wom- 
an alike, the company provides a pen- 
efit fund, to which none but the com- 
pany itself may contribute, but from 
which all may draw benefits in case 
of accident, disability, sickness, old 
age or death. It is declared to be the 
most liberal and most comprehensive 
plan ever adopted by any corporation.

That many people are slaves to tea 
and coffee appears from a statement of 
Dr. C. J. Douglass, of Dorchester, Mass. 
“They do not distinguish the difference 
between drugs and food in their effect 
on the system. 

“There is no substitute for an en- 
slaving drug. When the effect of one 
dose has worn off, another dose of the 
same drug must be taken or discomfort 
fofiows, but if nutrition is wanted, a 
hundred different foods will supply the 
demand with equally satisfactory re- 
sults. 

“Tea and coffee are never taken be- 
cause of any small nutritive element 
they may contain. Some drink them in 
small quantities merely because the 
taste is agreeable, or to wash down 
solid food. 

“On the other hand, if a sufficient 
quantity is habitually taken, so that 
discontinued, uncom- 
fortable symptoms follow, then it is 
that a drug habit has been

down as an excessive coffee 
He is relying on the stimula-

FOR HUMANIZING LAW. 
~ WILSON MAKES PLEA 


President Wants More Justice 
and Less Citations in 
Legal Cases. — 


Washington, October 20.—Improve- 
ment of the law from within’ to stem 
the present. tide of popular criticism 
was the keynote of the first day's. ses- 
sion of the American Bar association 
here. 

President Wilson, in his address of 
welcome, pleaded for the humanizing 
of the law by incorporation of more 
justice and less citations in legal cases. 

Former President Taft, in an address 
to the judges of the country, gathered 
for the first time in the: history of 
the country in formal meeting, empha- 
sized the necessity for removing’ de- 
lays in litigation. 

Associate Justice McReynolds, of the 
supreme court, urged the judges to 
give more attention to public opinion. 
At tonight’s session of the bar asso- 
ciation proper, Senator Elihu Root, in 
speaking of “the laymen’s criticism 
of the lawyer,” suggested lawyers 
should apply the rules of evidence with 
more regard to common sense, and 
might well avail themselves of expert 
assistance. 

The day’s program was concluded 
tonight with a reception in the Pan- 
American building, at which Chief Jus- 
tice White and associate justices of the 
Reports of 
committees and a pilgrimage to Mount 
Vernon will feature tomorrow's pro- 
gram. 


Taft Feels at Home. 


Before the judicial section, former 
President Taft, in his second speech of 
the day, said: he felt at home, although 
there had been an “intervening purga- 
tory” since he himself was a judge. He 
told the judges that uniformity in de- 
cisions Was quite as important as in- 
dividual justice. 

Mr. Taft suggested that dependence 
on stenographers had led to much de- 
lay in the disposition of Cases. He 
urged that most cases in the trial 
courts be disposed of at the end of ar- 
guments. 

Justice McReynolds, in urging the 
judges to become greater affirmative 
forces in the enforcement of the law, 
said delays in courts frequently robbed 
cases of the fruits of the decision. As 
attorney general, the justice said, he 
started out with the idea that he would 
conduct the government's business as 
that of a private client. He soon found 
he was mistaken, he declared, and be- 
came convinced the thing to do was 
to give the pwhblic a fair idea of what 
he intended to do and a judicious no- 
tion of what success was being attain- 
ed as he proceeded. In some way, he 
added, the judges give to the people 
an idea of what théy are seeking to 
actomplish and how they are succeed- 
ing. 

May Stop Opposition. 


“In some such way we may turn the 
tide of opposition to the judiciary of 
the lats ten years,’ he concluded, “and 
find ourselves once more entrenched 
in the confidence of the people.”’ 

The judicial section discussed the part 
judges might well take in reference 
to legislation affecting the courts. 

Governor Baldwin, of Connecticut, 
addressed the comparative law bureau, 
and Hdmund Wetmore, of New York, 
spoke to the patent section on “Some 

resent Aspects of the Patent Law.” 
Rules for bar admission was considered 
in a paper read to the legal education 
section by Lucien H. Alexander, of 
Pennsylvania.
